It  is  a fine  business  document  from  start 
to  finish,  and  will  go  down  in  history  as 
one  oft  Ik-  very  best  State  papers  that  has 
ever  bectj  handed  tl own  from  the  “Execu- 
tive I Apartment,"  of  the  commonwealth. 

We  congratulate  the  Governor— We 
grntulati  the  people. 

If  the  legislature  will  now  get  down  to 
business  as  the,  Governor  did,  and  stick 
strictly  to  business  until  there  is  po  more 
business  tb  stick  to  find  then  go  home  and  go 
to  work, Its  they  doubtless  will,  we  can  all 
felicitate  ourselves  that  our  lot  has  I teen 
cast  in  so  goodly  a land  and  under  such 
fair  skies; 


fiuential  opposers  to  any  higher  ground 
than  the  present  lochl  option  law.  These 
say:  “\ou  will  divide  the  Temjterance 
jteople  if  you  ask  for  .State  Prohibition." 
Out4  jtniwer  is : For  years  the  Baptist  de- 
nomination in  Mississippi  representing 
104,000  white  members,  has  declared  in  fa- 
vor of  such  a forward  step; "the  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  Union  has  so  reiter- 
ate^  annually  since  1885.  For  two  years 
the  Mississippi  Conference  has  likewise  re- 
ported and  has  this  year  jtetitioned  the 
for  judges  and  governor  the  consideration  of  a bill  for  a 
State  prohibitory  law  at  the  present  legis- 
lative session. 

A large  number  of  prohibitionists  are  not 
hospitals  mentioned  in  the  aboveenumeration, — and 
we  cannot  but  conclude  that  if  the  Tem- 
perance forces- are  divided  it  will  be  by  the 
minority  which  oppose  a forward  move- 
ment. The  Temperance  jieople  always 
have  been  'divided  in  every  State,  over 
every  issue.  We  have  always  l>een  divided 
in  Mississippi, -r no  more  today  than  ten 
years  a'go. 

There  is  a fair  fighting  chance,  for  vic- 
tory in  this  legislature.  If  our  bill  is  lost 
con-  the  present  agitation  will  be  a-  distinct  ad- 
vance; and  the  present  effort  will  be  a 
Avaming  to  the  State  that  prohibition 
will  lx*  a factor  in  the  election  of  the  new 
governor  and  the  new  legislature  that  will 
go  into  office  in  January,  1 904. 

The  victory  is  assured  now,  however,  if 
the  home  people  will  arouse  to 


not  to  allow  their  preferences  for  the  ex- 
pastor, because  he  married  them,  baptized 
them  and  possibly  buried  one  or  more  of 
their  children,  to  be  exercised  too  far.  First, 
such  a course  makes  the  ex-pastor’s  work 
altogether  too  burdensome;  and,  second, 
over-sensitive  pastors  might  feel  slighted 
by  passing  them  by  and  calling  in  others 
to  perform  the  rites  and  duties  which  le- 
gitimately lielong  to  the  pastor. 

But,  if  for  reasons,  which  seem  to  justify 
such  a course,  an  expastor  should  I*  sum- 
moned to  come  from  his  home  two  hun- 
dred miles  away,  to  perform  funerals  pr 
other  services,  who  is  justly  responsible  for 
' the  expenses  ? The  car  fare  alone  would  be 
$12.00,  and  hotel  and  other  incidental  ex- 
penses will  often  amount  to  $3.00  more, 
making  a lull  of  $15.00.  Now  who  should 
rightly  pay  the  bill  ? The  visiting  preacher 
contributes  the  time  and  services,  and 
surely  should  not  lie  expected  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  trip.  He  ought  not  to  pay 
the  bill  because  it  is  not  just,  and  for  the 
further  reason  that  his  small  salary  will 
not  permit  it.  We  have  known  several 
instances  where  ex-pastors  or  preachers 
who  were  special  friends  to  the  family, 
have  gone  on  this  sort  of  missions,  and  had 
to  bear  their  own  expenses,  one  paying  a 
bill  of  $19.00  which  he  had  to  borrow,  and 


an  organ- 
ized effort  to  let  the  members  from  each 
county  and  district  -oear  by  letter  that 
they  are  urged  to  vote  for  the  bill  for  State 
prohibition.  Send  personal  letters,  and 
official  communications  from  the  Boards 
of  the  various  churches  — and  doit  quickly. 
If  the  cause  is  lost  in  as  good  a legislature 
as  the  present,  it  will  be  because  its  con- 
stituents, at  home,  are  not  awake  to  the 
crisis,  and  are  more  alive  to  the  considera- 
tion of  methods  than  to  a great  principle; 
or  to  the  fact  that  the  twelve  counties  now 
“ wet " can  only  be  cleared  of  the  open  sa- 
loon by  the  will  of  the  whole  people.  Ix-t 
message  us  not  put  the  great  shame  of  indifference 
and  neglect  of  opportunity  upon  Missis- 
sippi. 


Many  friends  of  State  Prohibition 
were  disappointed  to  see  no  reference  to  it 
in  Governor  Longino's  re- 
markably broad  and  practi- 
cal Message  to  the  legisla- 
ture. It  was  the  under- 
standing with  the  Temperance  forces  that 
about  the  iccond  week  of  the  session  the 
Governor  should  send  a special  message  to 
the  legislature  which  should  convey  to  it 
the  power  to  consider  the  bill  for  the  same 
m the  pres«int  short  term.

We  spent  a few  moments  with  Bro.  F.  J.

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Simmons,  of  East  Aurora, 
New  York,  died  a few  months  ago,  leaving 
in  her  will  ,$1,000  each  to  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Boards  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  $750  to  educate 
a young  preacher  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary.

Divinity  of  the  Bible  is  its  exact  represen- 
tation of  his  inmost  life.  The  Bible  is  a 
transcript  of  human  nature,  in  its  fallen 
state  and  in  its  redeemed  state. 

Orthodoxy  undertakes  to  deal  with  hu- 
man nature  on  the  basis  of  the  Biblical 
doctrine  of  Man.  And  yet  orthcxloxv  has 
been  Charged  with  overstating  the  case,  as 
malignipg  Man.  There  have  been  related 
recoils  from  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  us 
a cruel  caricature.  Is  it  such?  Deny  it, 
and  yotl  will  find  it  no  easy  thing  to  dis- 
cover a (substitute,  in  explanation  of  lacts. 
Dtx-s  the  enterprise  of  human  salvation 
represent  God  as  dealing  with  a faffen  na- 
ture? The  Bible  answer  is  explicit,  in  thej 
affirmative.  Does  experience  show  us  the 
contrary  in  any  single  case? 

Orthodoxy  is  hopeful  in  view  of  human 
failure;  put  it  is  ho|x-ful  because  of  its  re- 
liance upon  the  supernatural.  Human 
wieaknesfe  is  confronted  with  Divine 
stjrength|  human  sin  and  guilt,  with  the! 
Ajtunem<mt  of  Christ.  Orthodoxy  teaches 
tljat  meij  are  great  sinners,  and  thatChrist 
isla  greajt  Savior.  Heresy  fails  at  both 
points;  and,  as  such,  it  cannot  preach  a 
doctrine iof  Supernaturalism.  ‘Is  it  not  re- 
markable that  prayer  almost  vanishes  from 
tile  mory  ‘common  forms  of  heresy?  The 


justice,  for  not  saving  all  such  persons. 
Holding  to  a mechanical  means  of  Salva- 
tion, the  Catholic  is  really  a universalist. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  add  for  orthodoxy 
this  statement;  Orthodoxy  is  individual- 
izing in  doctrine  and  effort.  Religion  can 
never  lie  enjoyed  by  proxy.  The  orthodox 
Christian  insists  that  every  soul  must 
answer  for  itself  before  God.  In  a certain 
sense,  orthodox  Christians  have  ventured 
upon  this  doctrine  at  the  hazard  of  every- 
thing jx-rtiaining  tq  exterhalisin.  To  recede 
from  this  position  is  to  incur  the  great 
danger  of  defeating  the  very-  end  of  relig- 
ion— the  Ringing  of  the  soul  over  the  path 
of  voluntary  devotion  to  God,  to  a per- 
fected life  bf  harmony  with  God. 

But  I nap  as  tar  from  saying  that  we 
should  letl  another  generation  write  our 
thcolbgv  for  us,  as  I am  from  saying  that 
a preceding  generation  did  ouf-  praj-ing  for 
us.  To  think  religion  through,  truth  by 
truth,  is  one  of  the  most  enrichingexercises 
in  all  the  dompass  of  our  development.  To 
dwell  on  truth  for  ourselves,  to  study  the 
Bible  for  ourselves,  to  follow  the  increas- 
ing light  ol  Rcvelation'from  Genesis  to  the 
Apocalypse,  make  strong  men  and  women 
capable  ofltcaching  a world  of  sin  and  dis- 
order the  way  to  God  through  Christ 
Jesus.

Growth  of  Romanism. 

I have  nothing  to  say  against  Catholics. 
They  have  a right  to  their  religios.  Be- 
sides, Catholicism  is  often  more  consistent 
than  Protestantism.

It  is  the  growth  of  Romans  that  concerns 
the  Baptists.  The  Greek  church  is  very 
weak  in  this  country,  and  its  episcopacy  is 
the  main  hurt;  for  it  practices  immersion 
alone,  though,  unfortunately,  has  strayed 
to  “ infant  ” baptism.  Secessimal  churches 
are  those  withdrawn  from  Rome  but  hold- 
ing some  of  its  practices. 

Romanism  is  making  rapid  strides  in  po- 
litical and  educational  directions.  It  be- 
gins with  the  indoctrination  of  the  chil- 
dren ; it  continued  by  controlling  the

All  this  points  to  eventual  union  of 
Church  and  State,  and  indirectly  episco- 
pal ideas  lead  in  the  same  direction.  Ameri- 
can Catholicism  is  not  prepared  for  this ; 
but  it  is  being  unconsciously  trained. 
\\  here  untrameled,  Romanism  shows  its 
political  power  to  the  neglect  of  spiritual 
itv.  Ijt  is  this  that  we  should  war  against, - 
and  not  rail  against  the  religion.  Ceremo- 
monies  are  a matter  of  fancy,  unless  forced 
upon  others  whose  conscientious  convic- 
tions are  otherwise. 

Baptists  are  overconfident  and  too  often 
leave  truth  to  battle  for  itself.  It  is  a fact 
that  in  nearly  every  instance  where  one  of 
our  faith  marries  into  another  denomina-

tion,  they  leave  us,  unless  well  grounded  in 
doctrine.  Either  parents,  pastors  or  teach- 
ers are  at  fault.  Much  of  the  literature 
read  is  misleading  — it  is  besetical,  not  to 
mention  the  almost  invariable  introduc- 
tions of  Anti-Baptist  ceremonials  or 
sprinkled  passages  and  pictures  setting 
forth  other  views.
